Racial Reappraisal 


A significant awakening among 
the dominant white forces in stra- 
tegic South Africa is indicated in a 
highly prophetic book published by 
G. D. Scholtz, an editor of one of 
the leading pro-Malan papers of 
South Africa. It represents the least 
compromising of the white suprem- 
acy factions, yet it makes an aston- 
ishingly frank appraisal of the situ- 
ation in Africa (which is likewise 
applicable to the U. S. problem). 

Under the title “Has the Afrikan- 
er Nation a Future?”, this book has 
been widely advertised by the Na- 
tionalist Party Publishing House 
and is recommended reading for 
Malan’s followers—despite his seg- 
regation policies. 

Scholtz cites the State of Israel 
as an example for the white Afri- 
kaners to follow, advising that they 
learn to do the hardest work with 
their own hands and give up de- 
pendence on cheap Negro labor. 
The author states that racial segre- 
gation laws are futile, and that it is 
against the law of God to deny 
equality to Negroes or any other 
race. (The Afrikaner people are ad- 
herents of Calvinist Christianity.) 
The primary error was the introduc- 
tion of slavery in Cape Colony by 
the early Dutch and the resulting 
dependence on Negro labor, but he 
believes the cure will be found in 
giving the Negroes economic and 
educational opportunities. 

“The fact must be recognized 
that the Negro sooner or later — 
probably sooner than later — will 
be equal to the white man in civili- 
zation. He cannot then be denied 
equal political and economic rights. 
Due to his larger numbers it will 
then be self-evident that the Negro 
will take over responsibility for the 
government of the country and the 
fate of the whites.” The book re- 
fers to the history of every effort to 
hold down a majority of the popu- 
lation in any land — which has al- 
ways led to catastrophe. 


X-Ray and Forecast 


HERE ARE WE NOW — IN DEFENSE? “If Paris sneezes, Eu- 

ope catches cold,” thus Europe’s interdependence was described by 
the diplomats a hundred years ago, so closely related has Europe always 
been. Yet the nations involved would not unite politically. After World 
War II, it was felt that now Europe would certainly get together, and 
many organizations were set up to promote European union. But fear of 
Russia became an obsession with American leaders, and all plans for po- 
litical, social and economic union were jammed against the wall to make 
way for a great American-supported and directed united European army— 
called the European Defense Community. But American militarists, to an 
extent only dimly realized by the American public, were boldly building 
the power of EDC upon the restoration of German armed might with lit- 
erally thousands of former Nazi military men scrambling back into uni- 
form and into the commanding positions. 

The French balked; Italy was never enthusiastic — and the EDC 
fell apart. From the American military man’s standpoint, “the French 
army is full of Reds and Communist sympathizers and can’t be trusted 
unless integrated with U. S., British and German units — especially Ger- 
man to give it some good old Prussian mechanical rigidity. And the 
Italians can’t fight anyway.” (Your editor has heard these words from oc- 
cupation officers at home and abroad many times.) 

SO THE EDC BECOMES THE EDA — European Defense Al- 
liance — arising out of the London compromise conference. Briefly, the 
difference in EDA is simply that now the nations will all rearm separate- 
ly in a loose alliance, including the Germans, and the Nazis will stay put 
with their own outfits — no integration. Britain guarantees to keep armed 
forces on the Continent; we will do likewise. So we’re back where we 
were before World War II — with Germany and Russia in reversed posi- 
tion . . . in terms of who is enemy and who ally. Official Washington pro- 
nouncements build up EDA as a great achievement of the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration, snatched out of the wreckage ef EDC. Indeed, Secretary of 
State Dulles worked hard and selflessly. But few American military men 
think much of EDA; the new French army will be too full of Commu- 
nists to fight, and the Italians have no heart for modern war. In fact, what 
our military chiefs never seem to grasp is that NO NATION, especially 
in Europe, has any heart for modern war — which means atomic war. 

We would not belittle the hope which the new military alliance 
represents in checking the advance of communism, but in the months 
ahead, it will probably be greatly weakened, perhaps disastrously so, by 
the fact that in rearming West Germany and thus re-emphasizing the divi- 
sion of Germany, the two greatest hopes of all the German people are 
ignored: (1) an end of armaments and war; (2) complete German unity 
and sovereignty. Russia will most certainly continue to play upon these 
strong and natural sentiments of the German people. 


HE ATOM AND YOU: We are now in an exceedingly critical stage 
of atomic development, especially as related to human values which 
overshadow all other current events —a situation of which the public 
knows almost nothing. The necessity for secrecy in connection with the 
creation of military weapons is understandable, but the censorship sur- 
rounding the atom has been stretched far beyond military need until it 


has become demonstrably unfair, undemocratic and un-Christian.

The UN—After 9 Years 


The American people still look 
to the United Nations as the chief 
hope of peace, according to recent 
surveys. Are you following UN af- 
fairs, its successes as well as its fail- 
ures? Briefly here we will try to 
summarize its accomplishments and 
prospects as the annual General 
Assembly opens just 9 years after 
the UN was created in San Fran- 
cisco. 

Unfortunately the UN is perme- 
ated today with a sense of frustra- 
tion and cynicism, hence few ex- 
pect much of this new session. The 
67 items on the debate agenda will 
probably be overshadowed by U. S.- 
Soviet maneuvers for positions of 
advantage, as the smaller nations 
look on resentfully. Five problems 
will occupy most of the discussions: 

1. Korea: Despite the truce sign- 
ed over a year ago, a permanent 
peace settlement is not in sight. 

2. Indochina: Although not for- 
mally on the agenda, Australia’s re- 
quest that the Assembly admit the 
Indochinese states of Laos and 
Cambodia to full membership may 
be debated. Britain and France will 
probably oppose this for fear it will 
upset the cease-fire now in effect. 

3. Disarmament: The East-West 
deadlock is not likely to be broken. 
The question to be faced: Will Eis- 
enhower’s atoms-for-peace plan be 
carried out under UN sponsorship, 
with or without Russian participa- 
tion? 

4. Colonialism: Consideration of 
the dispute between Greece and 
Britain over the future status of the 
island of Cyprus; of the Tunesian 
and Moroccan demands for inde- 
pendence from France — which the 
U. S. and Britain support, France 
blocks to the disguest of 50 small 
nations; of the dispute between the 
Netherlands and Indonesia over 
west New Guinea and the problem 
of South Africa’s racial policies. 
These questions will undoubtedly 


come up, although Britain, France,

the Netherlands and South Africa 
all claim that they are domestic is- 
sues outside UN jurisdiction. 

5. Loyalty: The U. S. will oppose 
payment of nearly $180,000 in in- 
demnities to 11 Americans dismiss- 
ed from the UN staff for refusing 
to answer questions before U. S. 
investigative bodies regarding al- 
leged Communist activities; these 
awards were upheld by a recent de- 
cision of the International Court of 
Justice where U. S. hysteria has no 
influence. 

The Red China issue has already 
been blocked for this session — 
U. S. pressure having postponed it 
for another year — our representa- 
tives not daring to let it come to a 
vote. But the wisdom of this policy 
is being questioned by more and 
more nations who argue that the 
UN can never function fully, nor 
be able to face Asian problems real- 
istically — as long as a fourth of 
the world’s population is represent- 
ed at the UN by a phantom gov- 
ernment controlling only an island 
off the China coast. With Red 
China out of the UN, the U. S. and 
its allies have to bypass the UN in 
negotiations with the Red Chinese, 
as at Panmunjom and Geneva. 

The representatives of nearly all 
other nations think that this Eisen- 
hower policy of bypassing the UN 
is being carried too far, since it 
places the significant decisions out- 
side the UN and thus further un- 
dercuts the UN. Many American 
leaders likewise protest, including 
the 60 key American leaders who 
attended the American Assembly 
at Harriman, N. Y., this summer; 
they urged that the U. S. use the 
UN rather than bypass it and 
“make it, in fact as well as in pious 
theory, the cornerstone of U. S. for- 
eign policy.” But the U. S. contin- 
ues to proclaim loyalty to the UN 
while undermining it. 

UN prestige has risen and fallen 
eratically under the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration. It went up sharply last 
December after Eisenhower propos- 
ed the atomic pool for peaceful 
uses — under UN auspices; it was 
expected that this might break the 
East-West deadlock on disarma- 
ment and atom control; when Rus- 
sia didn’t come in, Eisenhower 
stated that the non-Communist 
powers would go ahead without 
Russia which would mean another 
bypass of the UN and another blow. 

Despite its failures, the UN re- 
tains enough prestige and power for 
Red China to want desperately to 
be admitted, and for the presidency 
of the Assembly to be a much com- 
peted-for post. 

UN ACCOMPLISHMENTS: In 
Korea it faced the Communist 
challenge and, although the U. S. 
carried the heaviest burden, UN 


sponsorship countered the impres-

THE PEOPLE ARE ENTITLED TO KNOW at least the historic, 
diplomatic, moral and spiritual factors of atom development. For many 
months there has been a running duel between the leading atomic scien- 
tists and the military and government officials in charge of atomic projects. 
Most nuclear scientists have long felt that atomic power is far too univer- 
sal in its scope to be confined to the boundaries of traditional nationalism 
and narrow patriotism — that the loyalty required by the atomic forces is 
a loyalty to humanity. Many patriotic American atomic scientists have 
felt that Russian leadership has gained advantages over us in this because 
they have shown an awareness of the inevitable universality of atomic 
power and have thus soft-pedaled the Soviet’s atomic bomb experiments 
so they, as revolutionaries seeking to win the world to their causes, would 
appear to be “on the side of humanity.” This is a point of direction of 
tremendous significance, as yet apparently too subtle for many of our own 
officials. The Eisenhower atomic pool proposal, worthy though it be, is far 
too frail and too late a venture to offset the Soviet’s advantage. 


TOM AND GENETICS: A far-reaching point of tension now 
rising to the surface concerns the relationship of atomic explosions 
to genetics. “Enough A and H bombs have already been exploded to date 
to bring a harvest of defective individuals due to the increase of ‘back- 
ground radiation’” declared one of the world’s foremost experts on ge- 
netics, Dr. A. H. Sturtevant of the California Institute of Technology, in 
a recent issue of the official Journal of the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. Thus Dr. Sturtevant, who has also served as 
vice-president of the American Society of Naturalists and president of the 
American Society of Zoologists, questions sharply the reassurances which 
Admiral Strauss (chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission) has re- 
peatedly voiced concerning the effects of bomb-caused radiation. Dr. 
Sturtevant emphasizes that he is not advocating curtailment of atomic ex- 
plosions or of peaceful development of atomic energy, but he simply points 
to the biological risk to which the entire human race, present and future, 
is subject. “I regret that an official (Admiral Strauss) in a position of such 
responsibility should have stated that there is no biological hazard from 
low doses of high energy radiation . . . Every geneticist familiar with the 
facts knows that any level whatsoever (of radiation) is certain to be at 
least genetically harmful to human beings when it is applied to most or all 
the inhabitants of the earth.” Dr. Sturtevant then explains how high 
energy radiation, such as is created by atomic bombs, produces harm- 
ful changes in human genes, the chemical elements that control the phys- 
ical and mental characteristics which are passed on to the next generation. 
SINCE THE BEGINNING of the atomic bomb projects, scien- 
tists have warned that nuclear fission and thermo-nuclear fusion (the Hy- 
drogen bomb) both possess elements — some known, some as yet un- 
known in their entirety — that can prove of great harm to humanity. The 
scientists are aware of the danger of communism, but when they have felt 
that official attitudes and policies are exposing the American people to 
atomic dangers that are greater than the dangers inherent in communism, 
they have spoken out against such policies and have thus aroused the 
wrath of uninformed super-heated patriots and military extremists. 
This is the real reason for the banishment of Dr. Robert J. Oppen- 
heimer. After fully admitting that Dr. Oppenheimer’s loyalty had been 
beyond question, despite his sketchy association with communism, one of 
the chief charges leveled against him was his lack of “enthusiasm” for the 
Hydrogen project. When the world was rocked recently by the repercus- 
sions from the death of the first H-bomb victim (a victim of American 
blundering) and American prestige had dropped to its lowest ebb in all 
our post-war history — your editor heard that the atomic officials received 
cards from other nuclear scientists asking, “Are you still enthusiastic?” 
BUT CONSIDER THIS: While science warns us that we may 
have already shot off enough A and H bombs to expose our own people 
to a macabre harvest of defective individuals, the right-wing fanatics, who 
make up a powerful noisy minority of the Republican party, put on a 
paint-and-feather festival over the “revelations” that we “almost let the 
Russians get the H-bomb first.” Any reference that can be found that 
“exposes” instances of reluctance or delay by our scientists to turn lose 
the mountainous clouds of death upon mankind is being interpreted as 
additional evidence of left-wing treason lurking in the Democratic party 
ranks! The fact is that Republicans and Democrats are equally involved, 
numerically and in terms of responsibility for atomic affairs. (While the 
victim lies gasping in the roadway, they are arguing over whether he was 
hit by the left or the right fender.) 


HE MILITARY MIND VS. THE MIND OF HUMANITY: The 
death of Aikichi Kiboyama, the humble Japanese fisherman who is 
history’s first victim of Hydrogen warfare, aroused the sentiments of hun-

sion among Asian masses (who hate 
colonialism more than communism) 
that this was merely another co- 
lonial advance. In Indonesia, 
Greece, Kashmir and Palestine, the 
UN successfully acted as peacemak- 
er. In Berlin it hastened the lifting 
of the blockade. In Iran and Yugo. 
slavia, the UN helped to keep these 
countries from disappearing behind 
the Iron Curtain, by mobilizing 
world opinion. In the former Italian 
colonies of Libya, Eritrea and Ital- 
ian Somaliland, the UN settled the 
future after the Big Four had failed 
to agree. In the Corfu channel case 
and in the Anglo-Iranian oil case, 
the disputes were dealt with by the 
UN’s international Court of Justice, 

UN FAILURES: In Morocco 
and Tunisia, it has temporized in 
their struggle for freedom from 
France. In disarmament and atomic 
energy control, it has failed to break 
the East-West deadlock, or to end 
the cold war. In Korea, Kashmir, 
Palestine, Germany and Austria, it 
has failed to develop armistices into 
permanent peace settlements. In 
South Africa, it has been unable to 
end racial discrimination. In the 
British-Egyptian dispute over the 
Suez Canal and in the Italian-Yugo- 
slav struggle over Trieste, it had to 
watch settlements negotiated out- 
side the UN jurisdiction. 

Friends of the UN state that 
many problems which are held over 
year after year on the UN agenda 
are “unsolvable.” Others caution 
that the tasks it attempts are not to 
be judged by “short-term successes 
and failures but by the degree to 
which it develops habits of coopera- 
tion for the nations of the earth,” 
... that “the patterns of independ- 
ent action by powerful states built 
up over centuries cannot be expect- 
ed to dissolve in 9 years into a pat- 
tern of cooperative action within a 
single instrumentality of the world 
community.” 

Meanwhile, the U. S. relies on 
regional pacts between the U. S. 
and its friends —-NATO in Ev- 
rope, OAS in Latin America and 
SEATO in the Pacific. Such pacts 
are permissible under the UN Char- 
ter, but now threaten to overshad- 
ow their mother organization. 

THE SPECIAL AGENCIES of 
the UN have been unexpectedly 
successful, perhaps because world 
politics do not hamper results. In 
technical assistance programs, in 
the work of the Food and Agricul- 
tural Organization, the World 
Health Organization, and the chil- 
dren’s fund, aid in raising the living 
standards of backward areas has 
been notable. 


AGRICULTURE: A few exam- 
ples include: Afghanistan where a 
UN small tools expert introduced 


the use of hoe, scythe, fork and hay

‘rake, thus helping farmers increase 
their output by from 250 to 500 
per cent; Israel where UN produc- 
tivity experts recommended meth- 
ods for picking citrus fruit that in- 
creased by 40 per cent the export- 
able fruit and by 20 per cent the 
workers’ earnings; Europe where 
ithe introduction of hybrid corn has 
begun to pay off with an increase 
in 1953 of nearly a half million 
tons of corn worth $40 million. In 
many lands, UN veterinarians have 
ediminated or controlled many dis- 
eases that killed cattle and other 
domestic animals. 

HEALTH: A few examples in- 
clude: Burma where after two years 
of DDT spraying against malaria 
mosquitoes, malaria was eliminated 
among newborn babies, whereas 
before spraying, one out of every 
three babies was infected during its 
first year of life; India where a ma- 
laria control project brought pro- 
tection to 200,000 persons and sal- 
vaged 1% million acres of fertile 
land; Haiti, Indonesia, Thailand and 
the Philippines where the crippling 
tropical disease of yaws has been 
conquered by penicillin. In 27 
countries on 4 continents, the haz- 
ards of child bearing have been 
greatly reduced by thorough train- 
ing of midwives and the introduc- 
tion of new portable equipment. 


Apology For H-bombs 
An apology to the Japanese peo- 
ple for the damage done by the H- 
bomb last spring — with signatures 
by Christians in the U. S. — will be 
presented to Emperor Hirohito by 
Alice Franklin Byrant, author and 
former war prisoner in Manila who 
contributed her war indemnity com- 
pensation in 1951 to the Houses 
for Hiroshima project. 

Of our recent Hydrogen tests, 
she said, “Our country did not 
make prompt offers of compensa- 
tion, though negotiations are now 
in progress to arrange for it. Our 
friends in Japan are asking why we 
are silent, why we have been cal- 
lously indifferent—-when _ their 
bathing beaches and fish are still 
tested with Geiger counters .. . 
much fish, one of the mainstays of 
the Japanese diet, have had to be 
destroyed . . . and radio-active rain 
water—more than 2,000 miles from 
Bikini — has caused illness in Ja- 
pan. Since our tax money was used 
for these tests of super weapons, 
all of us are responsible.”

dreds of millions all over the world, although played down in this coun- 
try for obvious reasons. The foreign press, already sensitive to some un- 
fortunate aspects of American military extremism, has made much of this 
story, emphasizing that this incident has handed the Communists the 
greatest propaganda weapon in the cold war thus far. The name of Aiki- 
chi Kiboyama will long stand as a symbol of the suffering inflicted by 
forces we do not understand, used by men who also do not understand. 

BACKGROUND: Every Christian layman should keep in mind 
the historic background of atomic development. From the beginning 
of the atomic bomb project, the military mind has been so obsessed with 
the tactical potential of this massive power that the psychological factors 
have been largely ignored. Yet these factors reflect the sentiments of mil- 
lions of little people throughout the world whose final judgments will de- 
termine the issues of our day far beyond anything we can accomplish by 
weight of arms. 


TRAGIC MISCALCULATIONS concerning the atom were made 
from the start. When the A-bomb project was first inaugurated, atomic 
scientists who reluctantly joined the effort were assured by the White 
House and the Pentagon that if the weapon was successfully produced its 
use would be guided by the highest moral purposes. Yet documents 
now reveal that the use of the A-bombs on Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki were entirely unnecessary to win the war against Japan. It is now a 
matter of historical record that the Japanese people were incapable of 
further organized warfare, that the Emperor had been seeking to sur- 
render for some weeks before Hiroshima — with the knowledge and co- 
operation of our own Navy intelligence. Evidence indicates that neither the 
proposed armed invasion of Japan nor the use of the A-bombs were 
necessary to win the war. The pressure that has been exerted to shroud 
these facts in America does not diminish their importance in history and 
in the world’s attitude. The foreign press has frequently published evi- 
dence that the Japanese people had been beaten into helplessness and 
submission; that little more was required to draw our sea and air blockade 
around Japan to a victorious conclusion. American Navy leaders have also 
tried often to present this evidence. Hiroshima will stand in history as an 
example of how the passions of war distort human judgment. (For details 
on the situation in Japan during the weeks before we dropped the A-bombs,

Health & Business 

WHOSE WELFARE? Frequent 
alarm is voiced aboue the threat to 
initiative believed to be inherent in 
the various welfare systems propos- 
ed by unions or in plans for coop- 
erative clinics and hospitals for the 
general public. But no one worries 
about similar programs within 
many large industrial concerns. For 
years, the Standard Oil (NJ) organ- 
ization has had an outstanding med- 
ical care system for executives and 
employees, along with pensions and 
many other “socialistic” benefits. 
No undermining of initiative here! 
Just increased loyalty and satisfac- 
tion in “belonging to Standard.” 

WILL THE CIGARETTE IN- 
DUSTRY POLICE ITSELF? The 
ridiculous and vicious cigarette ad- 
vertising in the past, which has in- 
sidiously claimed or implied that 
cigarettes were beneficial to health 
(by soothing nerves, aiding diges- 
tion, etc.), will probably be toned 
down, if not discontinued entirely. 
The cigarette industry has been 
asked by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission to discontinue all refer- 
ences to health in its advertising 
and limit sales appeal to quality, 
taste, flavor and enjoyment. 

This request by the FTC is in 
line with the policy of the new Bu- 
reau of Consultation, set up to fos- 
ter agreements between the FTC 
and industry without litigation. No 
reference was made to a possible 
link between cigarette smoking and 
the rise in lung cancer, but the FTC 
condemned advertising appeals 
“which are questionable in light of 
present scientific knowledge.” 

FILTER GIMICKS: The eminent 
medical scientist who first pointed 
to the link between cigarettes and 
lung cancer — whose findings the 
cigarette manufacturers tried to 
suppress and whose warnings mil- 
lions of cigarette smokers tried to 
ignore — is still lashing out against 
the health menace in tobacco poi- 
soning. Dr. D. Alton Ochsner stated 
at a medical meeting recently that 
one out of every 10 male cigarette 
smokers will have lung cancer by 
1970. “If you’ve switched to a filter 
cigarette to avoid cancer of the lung, 
you’ve fooled yourself,” he said. 
“The only thing filters do is sell 
more cigarettes. They don’t remove 
anything.” He noted that in 1920 
only 1.1 per cent of all cancer 
among men was of the lung. In 
1930 this had increased to 2.2 per 
cent. In 1948 it had risen to 8.3 per 
cent. The increase parallels the in- 
crease in cigarette smoking and 
concentrates on the heavy cigarette 
smokers. He thinks cancer more 
prevalent among men than women 
because men have smoked longer. 

The cancer agent, he said, was 
“definitely in the tars, not in the 
nicotine.” He added that nicotine 
causes heart trouble—a relationship 
science has scarcely begun to study. 





Enlightened Business 

A remarkable story in industrial 
relations within the Studebaker Cor- 
poration has either been misinter- 
preted or ignored in most news 
channels. What should have been 
headlined as a miracle of Christian 
sharing in management-labor rela- 
tions was featured by such head- 
lines as “Labor Unions Forced to 
Backtrack” or “When the Worker 
Has It Too Good.” 

The Studebaker Corporation has 
long maintained an unusually close 
cooperative spirit in its manage- 
ment-labor relationships, a move- 
ment inaugurated by Paul Hoffman, 
devout Christian layman and _ for- 
mer president of the corporation 
and now chairman of the Stude- 
baker board. For years the Stude- 
baker workers have been the elite 
of the auto industry. Studebaker has 
concentrated on quality in human 
relations within their own organiza- 
tion while producing a quality prod- 
uct without the great sales expan- 
sion drives which have been pro- 
moted by General Motors and Ford. 

But in recent behind-the-scenes 
manipulations, the giants have suc- 
ceeded in maneuvering the smaller 
independents like Studebaker into 
difficult competitive positions. To 
meet monopoly pressures, Stude- 
baker has not only had to combine 
forces with Packard but also to find 
ways to make their financial posi- 
tion stronger for the coming months 
of ruthless testing. This meant in- 
creasing the profit margins on the 
sale of their products. There were 
only two ways to do this — raise 
the price on the product or lower 
wages. To raise prices would weak- 
en the corporation’s competitive po- 
sition. With the Studebaker work- 
ers the highest paid in the industry, 
a wage cut loomed as the only pos- 
sibility. The business press ridiculed 
the idea that a union would ever 
back up on wages. But Mr. Hoff- 
man produced that miracle out of 
years of fair dealing in generous 
Christian spirit. His management 
led the way by taking cuts as large 
or larger than those asked of the 
workers. After a few days of strug- 
gle with union elements, the workers 
accepted the cut by a big majority. 

It should be added that part of 
the strength of the General Motors 
competitive position has been due 
to several years of strike-free unin- 
terrupted production — resulting 
from a progressive labor policy, 
evolved by Charles Wilson, former 
president of GM, and by Walter 
Reuther, which featured the sliding 
scale living costs-wage contracts. 
With this assurance, GM has been 
able to push forward on dynamic 
long-range plans for all their prod- 
ucts without the fear of devastating 
strikes whenever their workers 
wanted an adjustment. Other more

THE NEXT MISFORTUNE in our atomic strategy was the ex- 
hibitionism that has characterized our progress in development of bigger 
and more destructive bombs. The avowed aim was to frighten the Com- 
munists into retreat and to awe the world into accepting American mili- 
tary domination necessary “to contain communism” and save the free 
world. But instead, through the unexpected success of nuclear research, 
both the U. S. and Russia have unleashed forces of destruction that, with 
our continued exhibitionism, have frightened our friends into neutralism 
and destroyed our alliances. The Russian revolutionaries with a more 
acute awareness of psychological factors, as we have pointed out, have 
avoided displays of their own atomic horror weapons and have utilized 
our own flaunting of atomic power as convincing evidence of America’s 
“war-mongering.” This has been especially easy for the Communists to do 
because of the West’s blindness to the racial issue as it has arisen out of 
our bombing of the Japanese cities. Communist propaganda has made 
much of the fact that we dropped no atom bombs on the German cities 
but unleashed two on the Japanese. Our claim, that the A-bombs were 
not ready in time to use against Germany, have been forgotten in the Hy- 
drogen holocausts in the Far Pacific where only colored South Sea island- 
ers were discomfited and which have been climaxed by the suffering and 
death of a Japanese fisherman. The Russians could not have been handed 
more effective propaganda on the race issue if they had prepared it them- 
selves. And they are using it to the hilt. 

THE HYDROGEN BOMB, with its cobalt overtones, now in the 
hands of both the Communists and the Free World, presents man with the 
ultimate weapon against which there is no hope of defense for any one. 
Neither the American nor the Russian chiefs of staff are able to dictate the 
direction the winds will blow as they arise out of the far bosom of the 
sea. What may have been launched to afflict a certain city with its sur- 
rounding industries or military bases may suddenly be found to have al- 
tered its course and to be swiftly bearing down upon our own home shores 
or those of our friends. Soon the whole world will be drawn together un- 
der the tremendous canopy of atomic reality — the professional military 
and political functionaries, the prime ministers and the presidents, the 
cabinets, even the politburo, all will be merged together in the crush of 
humanity’s awakening that here is something far beyond man’s capacity 
to understand and direct for national or selfish interest. This awakening 
can only come by spreading the facts, by making the truth known. That 
is why we dare to present these truths so frankly, so ruthlessly — nothing 
less is worthy of the hour. 


OPE OF PEACE—-MUCH GREATER THAN THREAT OF 

WAR: We believe moreover that these atomic clouds are in reality 
omens of peace. Men have never started wars they did not think they 
could win. Even the worst tyrants in history did not attack unless they 
were certain of victory. The day has come when all men recognize that 
modern war offers only death and destruction, with victory for none. 
While our politico-military leaders, imbedded in the grooves of their pro- 
fessional responsibilities, are apparently unable as yet to see the full per- 
spective of this new day of nuclear and cosmic power, it will be forced 
upon them as upon all of us. As the world stands now, our greatest dan- 
ger is not from Russian aggression, but from our own inadequacies. The 
Russians, while pursuing their original revolutionary intentions are — 
like all peoples — frightened at the prospects of modern war, hence they 
are doing their utmost to pursue their ends by ideological means. 

OUR DANGER rests in the incapacity of our own leadership to 
come to grips with this ideological struggle and in the desperation of that 
failure, blindly turning to the force of arms as the only alternative. An 
informed, alert citizenry is as always the only safeguard of our nation. 


ISARMAMENT POSSIBLE? The Russians have reacted to these 

new phases of political and atomic developments — the new Euro- 
pean Defense Alliance and the greatly increased danger to all from atomic 
warfare — by new and much more reasonable proposals for disarmament 
— the terms of which have been widely reported. 

As in everything the Kremlin proposes, these new disarmament 
suggestions should be approached with caution. But it will be disastrous to 
America’s relationship to all the world if Moscow’s new move towards 
disarmament is brushed aside arrogantly in the supercilious manner so 
characteristic of some Washington spokesmen. You can count on it — 
the people of the world are frightened and want disarmament desperately. 
A few brief, clearly worded letters on this subject (to your Congressman, 
Senator and to the President) from every responsible Christian layman 
would mean much right now. All of us will pay many dollars in taxes for 
armaments this year — but what about 9 cents for peace?

Moslem Crusade 

The three leading Moslem world ° 
figures have announced plans for a | 
great missionary campaign to con- | 
vert Africa to Mohammedanism 
and save it from communism and 
“moribund Christianity, the great 
forerunner of communism.”

It will be stressed that Moham- 
medanism has always practiced 
absolute racial brotherhood, that 
Moslem states have never maintain- 
ed colonies nor sought political con- 
trol over racial minorities and that 
these “evil fruits of Christian prac- 
tice” have been the origin and cause 
of Communist expansion. News of 
this Moslem crusade has appeared 
in French newspapers and in the 
N. Y. Times (Aug. 22). 


HINDUISM GAINS IN INDIA: 
While Christianity in India gains 
slowly, Hinduism is forging ahead 
and virtually taking over in the mis- 
sionary field, according to a Chris- 
tian bishop of the Syrian Orthodox 
Church in India who has been vis- 
iting in America. His sect has about 
250,000 members in 120 parishes. 


PACIFISM IN GERMANY; 
Young German Catholics were re- 
cently urged not to be led astray by 
military propaganda and to refuse 
military service in a new pamphlet 
“Armaments and Catholic Youth,” 
published in Germany. Written by 
a German Catholic who served in 
both world wars, the pamphlet re- 
ports that every effort to counteract 
the remilitarization of the German 
soul today is being systematically 
suppressed. (This would mean by 
American Army occupation officials.) 

Since many eminent German 
Protestants, such as Niemoeller, 
are against rearmament, they have 
been called pro-Communist — yet 
here is evidence that many Catho- 
lics are also against rearming. 


THE LUTHERANS IN AMER- 
ICA have converted four times as 
many Roman Catholics to Luther- 
anism as they have lost to Roman 
Catholicism, according to a tabula- 
tion of gains and losses in 3,726 
Lutheran congregations in 1952.
